ork, Oct. l7,-M2orumbia defeated 


Shamrock in the first race for the 
America's cup, beating the challenger at 
every point in the windward' work, and 
holding her advantage in the run to the 
finish mark. It was the eighth attempt, 
and nhe conditions at tfte start were more 
promising for a flndsh race than at any 
time for a wfeck. In the early morning 
the wind, while light, showed evidences 
of increasing. At the time of the start 
it was blowing about 10 miles an hour. 
The weather was thick, but showed signs 
of clearing. 


Columbia bounded across the finish 


line fully a mile and a half ahead of the 
challenger, defeating her by 10 minutes 
and 14 seconds, actual time, or 10 minutes 
and 8 seconds corrected time, after al- 
lowing the six seconds handicap, which 
Columbia must concede to the challenger 
on account of her longer water-line. It 
was a magnificent race, skilfully sailed 
and decisively won. 
Opinion as to the 


merits of the two boats had been some- 
what divided, as a result of the flukes 
during the past two weeks, but no nau- 
tical sharp expected that Shamrock 
would be so overwhelmingly vanquished 
as she was in Monday's contest 
The 


Yankee boat outgeneralled her at the 
start, beat her hopelessly in windward 
work to the outer mark, and gained 22 
seconds in the run home before the 
wind. 


No excuse can be offered for Sham- 


rock's defeat. There was a good, strong 
10 to 12-knot breeze, and it held through- 
out the race, true as the needle to the 
pole. 
The regatta committee, as a 


result of the- showing made by the de- 
fender, are convinced that the cup is 
safe. 
Blow high, blow low, Columbia, 


it is believed by her manager, can take 
the measure of her rival. 
Sir Thomas 


Lipton admitted after the race that he 
had been fairly and squarely beaten. 
He had no apologies to make, saying that 
he would die game, and race the series. 


The race was a magnificent duel, and 


made up for the repeated disappoint- 
ments the sightseers have suffered. 
It 


•was anything but a comfortable day on 
the water. 
A wet grey veil of vapor 


hung over the sea when Sir Thomas took 
his first look at the weather. The pros- 
pect was not very alluring. Still the 
mist wreaths were carried along by a 
good 10-knot breeze from the east, and 
the old shellbacks said there was more 
wind where that came from. 


But the excursionists who went down 


the bay were not very hopeful until they 
got outside. 
The low, leaden clouds 


overhead shut out the sky. 
The wall of 


vapor blotted out the horizon. The mist 
made everything look ghost-like and in- 
distinct. The only color in the dull scene 
was furnished by the ensigns and the 
flags which adorned the excursion fleet, 
and the dash of red from the big hulk 
of the lightship. Outside the wind was 
fresher and whipped some foam out .of 
the waves. 


Both yachts were towed out from the 


anchorages, and raised mainsails before 
casting off. The crew of Columbia had 
on their working suits of white, and wore 
watch caps of black and red, Iselin's 
private colors. 
Several of the crew of 


Shamrock had on sou'westers. 
From 


the truck of Shamrock's topmast floated 
Lipton's flag, a green shamrock in a 
yellow field. The wind kept freshening 
all the way out to the lightship, and the 
seas spilt more froth. 


No large assemblage was on hand to 


witness the start 
Many, however, got 


out in time to see the finish. Promptly 
at 10 o'clock the committee boat signalled 
the course, 15 miles dead into the eye of 
the wind, to the eastward and return. 
Immediately a tug steamed out parallel 
with the .Long Island shore, to set the 
outer mark. 
Both yachts set No. 2 club- 


topsail. 
Just as the warning gun 


boomed, a driving mist swept in from the 
east, beating into the faces of the ex- 
cursionists, and adding to their dis- 
comfort. There was some lively jockey- 
ing behind the line, before the start, and 
tho Yankee boat got the better of it. 
She out-maneuvered her rival, even to 
forcing her over the line first by a half 
a length, but leaving Columbia in the 
weather position. 


Close hauled on the starboard tack the 


^achts plunged sfeaward, heeling to the 
12-kriqt breeze. 
The first few minutes 


of the race were the most interesting. 
The yachts made a beautiful picture as 
they raced away. 
Their sails, to the 


nautical eye, were perfection in fit. The 
crews were piled up on the weather rail 
as the yachts smashed into the head seas, 
pounding the spray from their bows. 
Plenty of smother came over, but neither 
shipped crests forward. 


It was soon apparent that Columbia 


•was forging ahead. 
The clear water be- 


gan to show between them. Columbia 
not only semed to outf oot the challenger, 
but also pointed higher. It was astonish- 
ing how she sliced her way up into the 
wind. Within 15 minutes she had estab- 
lished a lead of five length, and from that 
time on the race was hers. The patriots 
were jubilant, and the bands began play- 
Ing. 


Columbia seernedi more tender than the 


foreigner, showing yards of her b&mze 
underbody as she leaned away with her 
lee rail almost awash. Steadily she-con- 
tinued to draw ahead until, within half 
an hour, having demonstrated1 her su- 
periority in windward'work, it became 
only a question of how much Columbia 
would, beat Shamrock to the outer mark. 


As the yachts got farther out the seas 


grew more turbulent and the spray 
spurted higher from their bows. Many 
excursionists came to grief, and some of 
the tugboats were flooded from stem to 
stern. The work of the patrol fleet was 
perfect. They held the yachts in the 
hollow of a moving right angle, and kept 
them entirely free from interference. 


Shamrock footed valiantly, but neither 


In speed nor in pointing could she com- 
pare with Columbia. Then the three 
skippers on the challenger tried new 
tactics. Shamrock made a dozen short 
boards. But Columbia proved quite as 
nimble as Shamrock. Tlm«d by a stop 
watch both boats were 15 seconds in 


I 'stays, and the defender was

i clever as the challenger at fore reaching. 
| When Shamrock got through with this 


I line of tactics Columbia had Increased her 
i lead until she was half a mile ahead. At 


the end of another half hour, as the wind 
continued to freshen, Shamrock took In 
her baby jib topsail. Columbia held on 
to her's, and as Shamrock ddd not inv 
prove her riosltlon «'"•• 


utes her skippers again set this sail. By 
1 o'clock Shamrock was fully a mile and 
a half astern and' Columbia was a win- 
ner all over, it was not close enough to 
be exciting. 


Nothing could have been prettier than 


the way Colombia swept around the 
outer mark. Both boats had edged far 
to the southward of their course, and as 
the rules required that the mark should 
be paised on the starboard hand Colum- 
bia tacked down to port and came over 
on the starboard tack as she approached 
the float. As she noted it her spinnaker 
pole was poised like a lance in rest. As' 
she swung around she eased off her main- 
boom, let her spinnaker pole drop to port 
and, 
breaking out the cloud of canvas, 


fled) homeward. Her big balloon jib 
blossomed out 45 seconds later. The few 
ships of the excursion fleet at the outer 
mark gave her a rousing reception with 
their whistles as she started for home. 


Shaimrwck was already hopelessly 


beaten. A quarter of a mile down the 
home run Columbia crossed the path of 
Shamrock, still beating to windward, 
close hauled, and robbed her of the wind 
for a minute as she spedi past. It was 3 
minutes and 49 seconds later when Sham- 
rock swung round the mark and squared 
away for the finish. Th» excursion boats, 
however, hung on until the had rounded 
and. gave her quite an ovation. 


Columbia was already almost two miles 


away, and in the thickening mist could 
hardly be discerned. The excursion 
boats went ploughing down on either 
side of the course to be m at the death, 
Erinf however, remained' abeam of the 
challenger. Sir Thomas and his friends 
aboard looked disconsolate. From that 
time it was simply a procession. 


There was a soul-stirring scene as Co- 


lumbia approached the (jnish, with all 
her bulging balloons drawing. The ex- 
cursion boats had gathered there, and 
as she swept across the finish line steam 
whistles shrieked, the sirens' wailed, 
several yachts fired salutes and the 
crowds on the side-wheelers cheered. 
Corsair hauled down her private signals 
and set old glory at each masthead and 
gaff and taffrail. The crew of'Colum- 
bia gathered aft and hurrahed. 


After Columbia had lowered her head- 


sails and taken the tow line from her 
tender, the crowd waited1 over 10 minutes 
until Shamrock had crossed and-the fleet 
had given her a stentorian" greeting of 
good will. Then the steamers scam- 
pered after Columbia, crowding about 
her and cheering her again and again, 
while the bands played' patriotic airs. 
They escorted her all the way to, her 
anchorage Inside the-Hook.-

The race today will be over the tri-

bearing President McKinley and party 
arrived In Milwaukee at 7 o'clock lasti 
evening. The president was greeted by 
a large and enthusiastic crowd. Bat- 
tery A fired the president's salute of 21 
guns and every steamboat whistle andl 
everything else that could make a noise- 
joined in th« greeting. The president 
and party wfcre driven to the Hotel 
Pfister, preceded by a military escort. 
Later the party was driven to the- 
Doutscher club, where a public recep- 
tion was held. The club grounds were 
beautifully illuminated and thronged, 
with thousands of persons. The presi- 
dent shook hands with 3000 persons. 


President McKinley was the guest ot 


ftonor last night at a banquet given by 
the Milwaukee Merchant and Manufac- 
turers' association. President MoKlnley 
was 'the first speaker. He responded to 
the sentiment: "The President of the) 
United States." He »aid in part: 


"The toast you have given is "The 


President of the United States.' It is 
not proper at a banquet to speak of your 
own toast. 
Some people seem disturbed 


about the president's policy. The presi- 
dent has no policy against the will of the 
people. 
The best policy in the world for 


men or nations is their duty, and wher- 
ever that calls we sh«9ld follow. 
We 


should not halt, we should not hesitate. 
Responsibility .born of duty cannot be 
avoided with 'honor. 
We are in the 


Philippines; our flag is there* the first 
requirement, the indisputable require- 
ment, is peace. No terms until the un- 
disputed authority of the United States 
shall be acknowledged in every foot of 
territory of the archipelago. After that 
comes, congress will make a government 
under the sovereignty of the United 
States. 
In no other way can we give 


peace to the national conscience or peace 
to the world." 


Yesterday was a busy speech-making 


day for President McKinley. Alone the 
route through Iowa he was greeted by 
lively applauding crowds, whom he ad- 
dressed, on the several topics he had al- 
ready dealt with on his tour westward. 
The first stop made by the president was 
at Iowa Falls. 


In his speech the president said in part: 


"Since I was last in the state we have 
added some new history. It is no longer 
a question of expansion with us; we have 
expanded. If thtPe Is any question at 
all it is a question of contraction,- and 
•who is going to contract I am not one 
of those who wouid take a laurel from 
the brow of the American soldier or a 
jewel from the crown of American 
achievements." 


At Ackley, la., the president said: I re- 


call in this presence my former visit to 
this, people. I congratulate you upon 
the improved condition of the country. 
When I was here last we were in a con- 
dition of business depression. 
Times 


were hard; fear had overcome courage. 
Now all are changed. We have general 
prosperity, good crops and fair prices, 
steady employment and good' wages, and 
we are a happy and contented people, - 
Not only are the people prosperous, but 
the nation itself is doing well." 


At Waterloo, la.: "Our flag has been 


assailed in the distant islands'in the" 
Pacific, and I ask the people of Iowa 
whether we will not stand) firmly andi 
unitedly until Americas sovereignty 
shall be established in every island of 
the archipelago. We will not withdraw 
that flag, representing liberty to the peo- 
ple and C"ivili»ation to those islands. We 
will not withdraw it because the terri- 
tory over which it floats is ours by every 
tenet of international law and by the 
eacred sanction of the Constitution of 
t&* United) States."

SCARCITYOF NEWS 


Stories of Fights are Premature 


and Speculative 


, Oct. 17.—Dispatches from the 


Cape are very meager, but they Include 
an important message from the Glen- 
coe camp, dated 3:35 Monday afternoon, 
announcing that the Boer commandoB 
which invaded Natal through. Lainig's 
Nek and, after occupying Newcastle, ad- 
vanced to Dssnhauser, retired on In- 
gagane Sunday evening, their transport 
service being reported defective. This 
will delay indefinitely the anticipated 
and hoped for assault on the strong 
British position at Glencoe. 


Another dispatch reports activity on 


the part of the Free State commando 
in the neighlborhood of Aliwal, north, on 
the southern frontier. The Boers' ad- 
vance patrol, the dispatch eays, go to the 
frontier bridige sightly, to keep watch, 
firing shots at intervals as signals. It is 
beilieved1 the enemy intends shortly to try 
to rush the railway station with the help 
of artillery posted on a ridge command- 
ing the town. 


The gradual cutting of the outlying 


points at the scane of hostilities in South 
Africa from telegraphic communication 
reduces the accurate news obtainable'to 
» minimum. 
No reliable information 


has been received of any actual fighting 
outside the affair at Kraaipan and oc- 
casional exchange of shots at various 
outposts. 


There is no lack of circumstantial 


stories regarding fighting at various 
points, but. these are scarcely published 
before they are denied. The only salient 
facts are that the Boers have advanced 
beyond Newcastle and formed a laager 
near Dannhauser. about 12 miles above 
Dundee, and that Klmberley Is isolated 
and probably invested. 
Kimberley has 


thus become the immediate centre of 
interest. 
The last message from Klm- 


berley, prior to the cutting of the tele- 
graph and railway by the Boers. &§ld: 
"All the troops at Kimberley are well." 
As there are 3000 troops at that point, 
there is little anxiety for the safety of 
the town, especially as the Boer force is 
•aid to be only of about the same 


. ..«ti«s or brisk fighting at that 


point are in circulation, but all alleged 
details, must b« regarded as premature 
and speculative, especially if the report 
be true that the Orange Free State troops 
are now in complete possession of the 
railway from Kimberley to the Orange 
river, 70 miles away. 
The alleged vir- 


ulence of the Boer attack upon Mafe- 
king and Kimberley can be readily un- 
derstood when it is realized that Bech- 
uanaland is to the Boers what Alsace- 
Lorraine is to France. 
It is therefore 


probable that both townS will be forced 
to undergo a long and dreary investment 
before the British are in a position to 
send a relieving column. On the other 
side the Boers are closing around the 
British outposts, and have already come 
Into touch with them, and exchanged 
shots. 
Therefore, more stirring news is 


expected. 


A Cape Town paper has a dispatch from 


the Orange river stating that the tele- 
graph wlreg have been cut between Vry- 
burg and Kimberley, and that the Boers 
are taking advantage of the presence of 
a large gathering of disloyal farmers at 
Vryburg" celebrating Nachtmaal to at- 
tack the town, hoping that the farmers 
will assist them against 
the British. 


The same dispatch says that the British 
force at Kimberley is confident of its 
ability to hold out, but urges the Im- 
mediate dispatch of a relief force. 


This question of a possible rising of 


the farmers in thd northern, portions of 
Cape Colony ia very important. The 
Dally Mail's correspondent at Coles- 
burg has been inquiring regarding the 
matter and, on the whole, thinks the 
chances are against a rising. He bases 
his opinion on the prospect of good crops 
after four lean years, which he believes 
will predispose the farmers to peace. 
Nevertheless, there is serious disloyalty 
and much anti-British agitation in these 
districts, while the Free State Beers 
threaten an immediate invasion of Colea- 
beng and Aliwal, north.

Boers utilized several thousand natives, 
who were tramping from the rand, to 
drive their heavy guns up Laing's Nek. 


Precautions are being taken for the 


defense of Pietermaritzburg and Dur- 
ban, in the remote contingency that the 
enemy may elude the vigilance of the 
British at the Ladysmith and Glencoe 
camps. 


A dispatch from the latter place says 


the partial closing down of the Natal 
coal mines will not -interrupt the sup- 
plies for the imperial transports at Dur- 
ban, as was imagined by the Buers. large 
quantities of coal being already on the 
water from India. 
Regular shipments 


will arrive from India until the Natal 
mines are open again. 


The calling out of the Cape Colony 


volunteers is supplemented by a decision 
to raise 2000 more volunteers in* Oape 
Colony and 1000 in Natal. Thus the total 
strength of the volunteer forces in both 
places will amount to 12,500 men.

in 'money matters has made her fa- 
mous, has been the object of many an 
ill natured newspaper joke in regard 
to alleged miserliness, yet she gives her 
money where she thinks the assistance 
is deserved and will be beneficial.

dren and has each' year helped hun- 
dreds of needy or suffering little ones. 
She founded and supplied the funds for 
the Gould free kindergarten and kept 
it up until it was merged into the great 
free kindergarten system of New York 
city. She was interested in the Potted 
Plant association, organized for the 
purpose of distributing flowers to the 
poor in tenements. Mrs. Gould not only 
gives her money liberally, but she takes 
a personal interest in helping many 
worthy individual cases. She likes to 
assist talent that is battling in ob- 


half of some worthy cause, and on such 
occasions so popular is she socially that 
the One Hundred and Fifty turn out to 
a member to spend their dollars and 
rive the eclat of their presence to the 
affair, "because it pleases Miss Leary, 
you know." 


On the other side of the ocean, in 


France particularly, where the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain is not cordial to 
Americans, Miss Leary's position ia 
probably better than that of any other 
American woman, even than many who 
have married titles. There are in New 
York convents and sisterhoods many 
Frenchwomen 
of noble birth, 
and 


through the relatives of these religious 
ladies, not to mention Miss Leary's OWE 
personal friends and acquaintances in 
European high society, when she goes 
abroad she probably enjoys more social 
attention from the exclusive circles in 
the Latin countries where the Catholic 
church is the church of the fashion- 
ables than any other woman on this 
side of the Atlantic.

cent bereavement is still fresh in the 
public mind, is also a member of fash- 
ionable New York society who gives 
liberally and unostentatiously to tha 
poor. Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney is 
in this.much like the gentle lady who 
is her mother. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt, like 


her husband, gave much to organized 
charity with the understanding that 
her benefactions should. not be mads 
known. She keeps in touch with the 
world and through many friends, whose 
opportunities for observation are betteu 
than her own, she has done much good 
in a quiet way for members of her own 
sex. 


Mrs. William Astor is too much tha 


grande dame not to remember the ob- 
ligation of noblesse oblige. Mrs. Astoi 
is a woman of the old fashioned type, 
and her church and the various benevo- 
lences fostered by it receive her first 
attention, but general charities are also 
most generously remembered. Every 
winter a little circle of Mrs. Astor'a 
friends hold a series of afternoon sew- 
ings for the poor. The ladies meet in 
the homes of the members and the gar- 
ments made during the winter ars, 
whan finished, distributed to the poor. 


The benevolence of Mrs. Leland Stan- 


ford, who, like Isabella of Spain, was 
ready to sell her jewels to advance tha 
interests of leai-ning, is too well known 
to need repetition. Her husband's mil- 
lions endowed Leland Stanford univer- 
sity and once in the dark days after his 
death, when the college needed funds 
and there seemed no other way to ob- 
tain them, Mrs. Stanford took her $2,- 
000,000 collection of jewels, finer than 
those of many crowned heads of Eu- 
rope (including treasures from the jewel 
caskets of Marie Antoinette and Eu- 
genie) and, sailing across the ocean, 
tried to sell them for the benefit of 
the institution.

TOOK PARIS GREEN 


Paul Shapiro Was Despond- 


ent About His Studies. 


Tried to Kill Himself 


LEFT 
LETTER FREEING OTHERS 


From Any Suspicion. Had Studied at 


Yale and Was Worried About His 


Studies for Civil Engineering. 


Well Known Man 


Paul Shapiro, 24 years old and un- 


married, attempted to commit suicide 
this morning by taking Paris green. 
Medical aid was summoned in time to 
save his life temporarily, but he was 
this afternoon in a very critical con- 
dition, and it Is not thought 
at 2 


o'clock that he can live. 


Mr. Shapiro was a book peddler, and 


cue of the best educated Hebrews In 
the city. The attempt is thought to 
have been caused by his failure to 
succeed as well as he wished in the 
studies he was following. 
Within a 


few days he had made threats to 
fi-Iends that if he failed to pass certain 
examinations in civil engineering, he 
would kill himself, and it is thought 
tbat worry over these caused his ac- 
tion. 


He was visiting friends until about 


10 o'clock last evening, and reached 
his home, at the house of Moses Kron- 
ick at 9 Liberty street, late. His land- 
lord heard him stirring about 1 o'clock 
this morning, and went down' to inves- 
tigate. Shapiro said he was all right 
only a little ill. A short time later he 
was heard again, ana when Mr. Kron- 
ick started to investigate, Shapiro said 
he had taken Paris green, and that he 
wanteo? a doctor. It was found that 
he had taken enough of the poison to 
kill a good many people, and the over- 
dose has caused him to throw up some 
of it. Drs, Henln, M. M. Brown, Staf- 
ford, and O. J. Brown were called, and 
the stomach pump was used. 


Mr. Shapiro left a letter written In 


Hebrew and English, which said: 
"TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN— 


This is to certify that I committee! 


suicide of my own free will, and that 
neither my nieghbors or my landlord 
are responsible." 


He also left some directions about 


his personal effects. 


Some two years ago Shapiro was a 


student at Tale, giving lessons In Ger- 
man and using the money to educate 
himself. He found that this did not 
pay, and since then had been working 
and stiidying in this city. 


He has an uncle, living In this city, 


a sister in Pittsfield and a mother and 
sister in the old country. 


STARTED FOR FIRE ALARM 


Neighbors Had Wild Ideas When Ed. 


ward Stockman Used an Ax 


Edward Stockman went home last 


evening decidedly under the influence of 
liquor, and he came very near to being 
the cause of a general flre alarm, in 
addition to smashing his: stove and all 
the furniture he could reach.

','1 never pull down the window at 


the'top to letjin a little fresh air when 
I go to bed," said the old soldier, "with- 
out thinking of Lew -wo used to open 
the window In the tents in the army 
in wartimes. • An A tent, seven feet 
square at the base and running up, 
•wedge shaped, to a ridgepole seven 
feet above the ground, made comforta- 
ble enough quarters for four men If 
you could leave the tent open, -which 
was equivalent to leaving off the front 
of the house, but if it were cpld or 
rainy and the wind blew on the front 
of the tent so that you had to close it, 
why then you wanted ventilation some- 
where, and you got it by making an 
opening In the back of the tent 


"There was a seam, overlapped, run- 


ning down the middle of; the back of 
the tent from the ridge pole to the 
ground, and we used to cut the stitches 
along that seam, up near the top of the 
tent, and spread the sides apart by 
putting in a stick six or eight inches 
long across the middle, , making there 
a diamond shaped opening about a foot 
long, which served, the purpose ad- 
mirably. 


"The rrien's guns stood at that end of 


the tent, butts resting on a piece of 
cracker box, the barrels held In some 
sort of a holder secured 'to the tent 
pole.

WEALTH AT CAPE NOME. 


Count G. DCS Carets Returns 


From Alaskan Goldfields. 


TELLS ABOUT THE MIKING THESE, 


Ban Many Claims and Sara Tbat the 


Cape Reffiou IK Illcb Wltk Ore—He 
HelatCH :Utu-veloua Incidents of For- 
tune* Blade In the New Diatrtet. 
Count G. Des Carets of Paris regis- 


tered at the Auditorium Annex the oth- 
er day from Ctipe Nonie, Alaska, where 
be has acquired extensive gold milling 
properties, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. He is of one of the oldest ami 
noblest families of France. 
After 


spending some time in the Klondike 
in the vicinity of Diuvson City, Count 
Des Garets visited Cape Nome early 
In the summer. From a population of 
100 at that time the place has increas- 
ed to a population of 5,000, with pros- 
pects of even greater prosperity. 


"When I appeared off Cape Nome 


early in June," said he, "it seemed 
to me a. picture of desolation. 
The 


beach was swept by terrific storms, 
and I had to wait for days before land- 
Ing. 
Then I tried to reach the beach 


In a small boat, but the boat was over- 
turned on the shore, and billows rolled 
over it and me. That was my first ex- 
perience at Cape Nome. There is no 
harbor at Cape Jvome, and no wharfs 
or piers are possible. All freight will 
have to be lauded for all time to come 
\ipon the beach. Ships must lie in the 
offing until the weather Is calm enough 
to land freight and passengers in small 
beats. 


"Cape Nome was a terrible place 


When I first landed. The food was 
nauseating, the cold was horrible and 
the rudest accommodations only ex- 
isted. But then the gold was every- 
where. It was mixed with the sands 
of the seashore for at least 30 miles 
along the beach, and for that 30 miles 
the tide ebbs and flows over the rich- 
est gold placers in the world. 


"For four miles from the shore In the 


soil and gravel which tlie tundras cov- 
ers the gold is universally distributed. 
Nome river is right near the cape, and 
five miles farther north is Snake river. 
All the creeks of the Nome and the 
Snake are rich in gold. Anvil creek is 
on the left bank of Snake river, and at 
Its junction Anvil City is flourishing. 
In three months 4,000 people congre- 
gated there, and in another year it will 
be the biggest city in Alaska. Nome is 
the most wonderful gold region the 
world ever saw. A boy or girl can go 
flown to the beach when the tide ebbs 
and pan cut from $10 to §20 from the 
sands of the sea shore before the tide 
flows again. Every- man working along 
the seashore with a "rocker" made 
from $15 to §150 a day all last summer, 
and all along the shore for 30 miles any 
man who knows how to use a rocker 
can do the same. I bought a pump and 
set four or five men to work washing 
the sands with the water they pumped 
from the ocean. These four men have 
been cleaning up from .$400 to $600 a 
day ever since I put them to work. 
There are 300 rockers washing gold 
along the beach this summer. There 
will be 5,000 next summer. 


"A million in beach gold will be se- 


cured this season; next summer that 
beach will yield $5,000,000. Don't talk 
to me of the Transvaal or of the Klon- 
dike, or of Bendigo or Alder gulch. The 
world has never seen anything like 
Nome. Follow the" receding tide to 'its 
lowest ebb and wash the pan of sand 
and gravel that you secure -there and 
you will procure 'enough gold to buy a 
dinner at the best hotel in PSris. And 
the creeks and beach lands are all mar- 
velously rich. There is Mr. Hawley, 
who is taking out $30,000 a month, 
working 12 men on Anvil creek. 
I 


bought No. 5, above, on Glacier creek, 
for $15,000 in June. I was offered $200,- 
000 for that claim in August, and I 
would not sell it lor $1,000,000. 


"Look at these specimens," and the 


ttount opened a leather pouch and took 
6ut several chunks of yellow metal. 
"This is the purest gold I have ever 
seen. These I picked up myself on 
my own claims, and I am going to 
mine myself all the gold that these 
claims contain. When I came to Amer- 
ica I did not luiow anything about 
either business or gold mining, but I 
learned both at Nome. I bought a 
cargo of lumber at Seattle when the 
Nome; boom started for $20,000. My 
agentlup there sold it'for $125,000,- and 
1 was told that was business, 


"Nome is the ,b,eet poor man's camp 


the world ever saw. When a, man is 
hungry or thirsty at Nome and has no 
money, he has but to get a pan, and 'in 
an hour he can wash out gold enough 
on the beach to pay $2 for a meal and 
50 cents for a drink. There is gold 
for everybody, and the tidal beach 
Is free to all, for no mining locations 
can be made thereon. I have had some 
remarkable adventures up there. 
I 


had to 'rough it,' as you Americans 
say, but it is good to look back when 
the hardships and dangers are passed. 
Alaska is a wondrous land- and will in 
time furnish more gold than any region 
of the world. Good food is rare, and 
bad food is very dear. I paid $40 at 
Nome for one bottle of 'Mumm. 
I 


should not like my friends in France 
to know that I paid 200 francs for a 
bottle of wine, but-then $40 In Nome 
te,nothing. Any man can make that 
out of the sands of the seashore in' a 
little while, and then up there it was 
good to taste once more the wine of 
Prance. That at Nome was cheap at 
1,000 francs. 


"Am I going to Alaska again? I am 


going to Paris for the winter, and I 
will leave for the Land of the Midnight 
Sun about May next year. I am going 
to explore Alaska still further, and I 
may chance to find another Nome. Be- 
lieve me, there are many Klondikea in 
Alaska, only it is bard to find them."

26th Regiment to 


Honolulu 


CAPTAIN WHIPPLE'S RANK 


Precautions on Shipboard for Keeping 


Health of Regiment Good. Hardly 


any Sickness Among Troops. 


Incidents of the Voyaga 


Mention was made yesterday of the 


letters received from members of the 
26th regiment mailed on its arrival at 
Honolulu. From the letters of one of 
the correspondents with the regiment 
the following, of especial interest to 
friends of the local men in the regi- 
ment, is taken. 


The Twenty-sixth Infantry, 
U. S. 


V., after completing over 6000 miles of 
its journey from Plattsburg to Manila, 
arrived here today in the best of health 
and spirits. *A little over one-quarter 
of the sea trip of rising 7000 miles has 
been covered, and the next stop will 
be Manila. Officers and men are good 
sailors, and almost the last trace of 
mal de mer has disappeared. On the 
day of leaving the Presidio less than 1 
per cent—only 10 men to be exact, were 
on the sick list, and of <hese none 
•were serious. Today there are still less. 


The trip has been uneventful in the 


way of adventure or unexpected occur- 
rances. Not a sail has been sighted nor 
a sign of human life passed. On board 
however, the clocklike regularity of 
military routine has gone on. 


On shipboard even more precautions 


are taken to prevent disease and in- 
sure cleanliness than in cajnp. All men 
are requiied to bathe at last once in 
three days, and an officer is especially 
detailed 
to superintend 
and insure 


this. On every third day at four p. m. 
each battalion is paraded by companies 
on the main deck, every man clad only 
in underclothes, 
feet bare, for 
in- 


spection. Among the men this is know n 
as the "shirttail inspection," and in 
the present temperatures is a luxury 
rather than an annoyance to them. 


The command is not, while on the 


transport, confined to members of the 
Twenty-sixth Infantry. There are also 
present and included in all routine de- 
tails and drills recruits for every regu- 
lar infantry, cavalry and artillery reg- 
iment now in the Philippines, number- 
ing in all 258 men. Also* a score of army 
officers who are en route to join their 
regiments. All these are attached to 
the command, so that the Grant is 
really an army post with Col. Rice in 
command. 


The administration of the ship, un- 


der Capt. Baker, quartermaster, 
is 


most excellent, every detail being at- 
tended to perfectly. He is a great fa- 
vorite with all. On the other hand, he 
is in love with the Twenty-sixth and, 
taking the opportunity at morning 
service Sunday to address the men, he 
repeated to them what he had told 
some 'of the officers—that of all the 
regiments and thousands of men he 
had carried before on the Grant and 
her predecessor, he had never seen a 
rpaiment, regular or volunteer, which 
ke"t its quarters in such a cleanly 
condition. 


Meanv bile the whole regiment is be. 


sHnning to speculate as to its first duty 
assignment on arrival, a thing which 
has no influence on the future course 
of events, but furnishes much amuse- 
ment to the men. Among the captains, 
however, there is at present one ques- 
tion that overishadr-u s all others—the 
relative seniority 
This is to be offi- 


cially promulgated by tho war depart- 
ment, but possible exigencies of ser- 
vice require its determination at once. 
Yesterday those concorned were re- 
quired to submit statements of ser- 
vice. As orders require that promo- 
tions be made in order of seniority, the 
interest of the captains can be uni<ler- 
stood. The list is as follows, and un- 
less something unforeseen happens, this 
is the order in which they will prob- 
ably be promoted:

at once. 


7. Protect your head and the back 


of your neck from the sun.

bedding at every opportunity. 


9. Never allow diarrhoea to run on; 


report to a medical officer aa often aa 
necessary,
